Once again the football! question arises at this college with the 
main point of football followers being “When are we going to have 
footbal! at SSC? Now, nobody can at this time exactly answer this 
question, but there is a fair possibility that football will come to 


Hornetville next year, providing, of course, that the students want it. 
As for this writer's feelings on the subject, he is for football next year 
Basically, the issues involved in fielding the football squad are 


those of personnel, facilities and funds, with only the last issue being 
of primary concern, Some of the personnel to field a team is already 
present, with additional football players expected to enroll when we 
add this game to our athletic activity. And it weuldn't require too 
much labor to find an adequate playing field such as Hughes stadium, 
the Grant bowl and some of the local high school turfs have open dates. 


The estimated income necessary for a football field would be 
§3,000, meaning an increase of $1,500 a Semester for the athletic 
departm: iit, This estimate is based upon a survey of the other five 
colleges in the Far Western conference, Nevada, Cal-Aggies, Hum 
boldt, San Francisco State and Chico State, where the average net 
income for each home game after taxes was $1,330 last vear. with the 
schools netting from an average of $450 a game for one college t 
$3,200 in anoth: 

To go further into this aspect, net gate receipts at three home 
games for SSC have been estimated at not less than $1,500. And this
